The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest functions of 
combining the tranches with historical asset performance data of at least one of a buying or 
selling party, other market and underwriting and performing at least one of a NPV, an ERR and a 
time to profit analysis on the tranches as recited in independent claims 1,11 and 21. 

Chopra discloses an article discussing "Information Asymmetry, price changes, trading 
volume and bid-ask spreads", Dialog file 35, Accession No. 01 1371 17, year 1990. 

Zurstrassen, "Data Processing System for the selective distribution of assets between 
different portfolios". 

Chopra or Zurstrassen taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the above 
noted features as recited in independent claims 1,11 and 21.
